They spout their tye dollses Yool
ishyy, and they richly deserved to ger nothing
Jor thelr jnvostment,

This business of lottertes 13 fast becoming an
fpsuterable nnisance, and 1t 18 high time 1o
abate 11, The poligy shops, whore servants and
any inborors squander thelr hard earnings; the
stiil meaner swindles suring us in the face
at every corner, where the |m'_~'.l.~[|]|'('.l|1|l{ re
deluded into buying worthless “gift jewelry;"
the “exchangy offices” where you may stake
vour doltirs on $<11-14; the charitable raffies in
Wwhich the demoralizing passion for gumbling,
and sometimes, we grieve to fay, the grossest
dishonesty, nre impressed into the service of
roligion: the Art Umon enterprises, now for-
tunnrely less popular than they used Lo be; and
finnlly, tids great scheme by which Mr, Croshy
Tins got nid of his white elephant —all these are
svmptome of & mania whioh ls fust becoming
epidomic, und threatens to play feartul havoe
awith the moral health of the public.

About 180,000 tickets were old at §56 ¢ach, yiold-
ing $000,000, Allpwing S150,000 far cSpenses, you
have 2700,000 as the price obdained tor the Opera
House—at least 50 per cent. more than it would
have brought ut a regular sale. But this is not
all; noarly 50,000 tiekets remaining unsold were
reckaned the property of Mr. Crosby, and placed
iu toe wheel; #0 that the owner of the building.

Billto Regulnte the Pracilve and Define
the Powers of the Supreme Counrt,

From the Herald.

Since the day when Chief Justice Taney, In
pronouncing the decigion of the Suprome Court
of the United States in the Dred Scott case,
declared that a negro under the Federal Consti-
tution “has wo righis which a white moen Is
hound to respeet,” that Court has been under a
cload of popular odium as the devoted and res
morseless insirument of the Bouthern pro-
slavery ollgarehy. lu the recent decisions of
this Court we see that this old leaven of slavery
still leavens the whole lump by a majority of
one, and that without o reconsteuction of the
tribunul or s timely law of Congress detiniug i
powers and Hmitations, we must prepare for
some other und bolder decisions, mvolving u
Justieation of secegston and vebellion ns con-
stitutional rights, und the condempation of the
war for the Union as an inyasion ot Stawe sove-
reignty aud a blunder and tallure.

Inthisexigency, Mr. Withams of Pennsylvania
on Mondny last came to the rescue In 1he
House of Representutives with o bill which, wa
tnk, veatly covers the necessities of the situa-
tion, Jtis a “bill to regulate the practice and
detine the powers of the Supremes Court,” It
provides rhat “all ouses of writs of error from
and appeals (o the Suoreme Court of the United
Ntates whereln 18 drown 1o question the validity
ofany stutute or other notiority of the United
States, or the construciion of any cluuse of the
Vonstitution, or the validity of o statate of or an
anuthority exereised under suy Btate on the
ground of repugnancy to the Copstitution or
laws of the Unied States, the beavinz shiall only
he hnd betore a fuli bench of the judged of such
court, and no judgment shall be rendered or
decision given sgalnst the wvalidity of any
stutite or any aulhiority exerelzod by the Unitsd
Stutes unless with the concurrence of all the
judges ol such court.,”

On the mouon for the sugpsnsion of the roles
for the introduction of this bill, the v e of the
House stood 10Tto 89, & striet party vobe, ex-
cepling Mr. Raymond, hall=uad-ball, who voied
thig time with the Demoerats, in the minority,
The bill was then referred to the Judiciary Com-
mittee, and we presome thot it will soon be re-
ported back substantally as it stunds and
pissed iuto « law. The nuthority of Coneress in
this direction 18 ample and clenr, The Consti-
tution saye that *the judicisl power ol the
_United States shall be vested i one Sopreme
Tourt, and in sich Inferior Courls us the Con-
gress may from Hoe to time ordain and esta-
bhishi" that ‘the judieinl power shull extend (o
ull cuses In law and equily arlging uoder this
Constitutten, the lnws of the United States, nnd
treaties made o8 which ghall be muane under
their authority,” ete, and that “in all cu-es
atlecimg ambassudors, other public mnisters
and consuls, and those In which a State shail
te a party, the supreme Court shall have orlsis
nol jurisdiction.  In all other enses belore men-
tioned the Supreme Conrt shiall have appeliate

tion in that sense, and, in the speech ho unme-
dinlely made at Nushville, he put his scoeptaice

sSurcly, then, Mr, Jplinson has nol renounpoed
the views of the Convention by which he was
nominsted, By taking bim irom a Bebel State
it indorsed his progeut polieyn ndvance. Least
of all can the Bepublicnus maintain that he
has deceived them. He proclaimed to the
country the senee in which he understood his
nomination, not only in the Nashville speech,
but more formally In his letter of accepmnce,
in whach he veferred 1o Lhint speach as *detining
the erounds on which his seceptance was
based” In the same letter of accoptance,
fallineg in with the wdeaw on which he had been
